Fort Worth has been a city of phenomenal s 
growth. In 1872 there was but one house where = 
this promising city now stands. With her 1,123 s 
people in 1876 she has grown to about 28,000 in E 
1890, including suburbs, being the recognized E 
capital and distributing point for Western and = 
Northern Texas. = 

What has made this wonderful growth ? 

First—Situated at the northern edge of the E 
cotton belt, making it the best cotton market in E 
Texas, and on the southeast of the great Pan¬ 
handle wheat region of Texas. 

Second—An abundance of pure artesian wa¬ 
ter, which very few portions of the State have. 

Third—Trinity River, a stream affording an 
abundance of water for domestic and fire pur¬ 
poses, supplied with one of the best water sys¬ 
tems in the country. 

Fourth—The country for hundreds of miles 
around Fort Worth is as good agricultural land 
as is to be found in any place. 

The railroad companies, with their eyes open 
wide for opportunities to increase their business, 
were not slow to see that Fort Worth w r as to be 
a large business center, Eleven corporations 
have already invaded the reservation set apart 
for their use, and several more are headed this 
way. 

Fort Worth as a health resort for winter is 
second to no place, with an altitude of 641 feet, 
with pure artesian water from 168 artesian wells, 
and more being sunk daily. Her drainage is 
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E perfect; the city sitting on a limestone bluff, no 
= marsh, no malaria. The city is 120 feet above 
Trinity river, and has many sulphur and other 
mineral springs. Fort Worth has 50 miles of 
macadamized streets, and 40 miles of sewerage.
